As a collector, this gives you access to rarities that haven't been seen in years, or in many cases, decades. 


For collectors focusing on Ancients, our CICF Signature Floor session offers a broad and deep assortment of more than 
300 quality Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins. Of particular note are two magnificent silver decadrachms of Syracuse, 
each signed by one of the great master engravers, Kimon and Euainetos, and pedigreed to the famous Allatini Collection 
first sold in 1928. Our selection of Greek coins is also highlighted by a small but significant offering from The Providence 
Collection, a carefully curated holding selected for quality and historical importance, including a denomination set of 
Lydian inscribed early electrum pieces, and two superb large gold pieces of the Ptolemaic Kingdom. Ancient Judaean 
history is represented by a strong offering of silver and bronze coins from the Jewish War and Bar Kokhba Revolt. In the 
Roman section, Julius Caesar's portrait appears on a run of silver denarii issued during his lifetime and posthumously, 
including several rare varieties. The Late Roman and Byzantine eras are also well represented, including two examples 
of Justinian II's famed Christ portrait issues. Nearly 400 more collectible Ancients are featured in our Signature® Internet 
Session. 


The World coin section has a lovely selection of both rare and high-grade pieces from around the world produced from 
Medieval to Modern times. Beginning in Europe, we have a particularly nice selection of French coins. This includes 
a number of low-mintage 100 Franc rarities of the Napoleon II| and Republic type from The Baron Collection. Other 
European highlights include numerous high-grade British coins, including a conditionally rare 1841 halfcrown in high-end 
Mint State as well as numerous gold proofs; an 1871 sovereign of Victoria in PR65 is particularly notable. 


Many highly-sought Asian coins are also notable. Chinese highlights span the centuries, with a group of gold-inlaid Knife 
Money representing ancient money, a lovely Hupeh 20 Cash from 1906, graded MS63 Brown, coming from the Empire 
period, while the collector of modern Chinese will be interested in an imposing 1993 Year of the Rooster gold 500 Yuan, 
graded PR69 Deep Cameo. Other Asian countries are also well-represented, with coins such as a Korean gold 10 Won 
from Year 10 (1906) as well as the Virginia Cabinet of US Philippines, which is one of the freshest and most beautifully 
toned groups of 20th century Philippine coinage to come to market in recent times. 


As always, Latin America is impressively spoken for. Brazil leads the way with a very rare 1814-dated gold bar from the 
mines at Sabara. Also, a pair of 10000 and 20000 reis from 1724, both key dates from their respective types, are offered 
in stunningly matched condition. Other highlights include one of the finest known 1817 8 Escudos from Guatemala, 
graded an impressive MS63. From the West Indies we have an iconic British Colony countermarked 5 Pounds from 1758 
that comes out of the famed King Farouk collection. 


We're very excited to present this catalog for your perusal and hope that you'll find something for yourself. And, as 
soon as the book on CICF closes, we'll quickly be turning our attention again to the great city of Chicago, where we'll 
be looking forward to hosting our second annual Platinum Night® event in August, held in conjunction with the ANA’s 
World’s Fair of Money. If you missed out on adding a rarity to our CICF, we hope you'll join us for this truly impressive 
numismatic event.

Syracuse had been striking its own coins for about a century 
when, circa 405 BC, it began issuing the stunning series of silver 
decadrachms by Kimon and Euainetos. These huge, impres- 
sive coins were struck in considerable numbers, probably to 
pay the Greek mercenary soldiers who flooded Sicily to fight 
the expanding power of Carthage. They stand at the pinnacle 
of Greek numismatic achievement and served as a paradigm 
for Hellenistic art in the ages to follow. Kimon’s decadrachm 
design, as exemplified by this impressive piece, features a highly 
individualized and “ethnic” looking head of Arethusa, clearly 
modeled on a real-life Greco-Sicilian woman. Her hair is bound 
in an elaborate jeweled net and a wide hairband, or ampyx, that 
carries his abbreviated signature (KI). On the obverse, Kimon’s 
four-horse chariot races to the left at breakneck speed while the 
goddess Nike flies serenely above, reaching out with a laurel 
wreath to crown the victorious charioteer. Below this scene, in the 
exergue beneath the ground line, are arrayed the prize trophies — 
a military cuirass, greaves and a helmet, labeled A@AA (“athla” 
or prizes, from which the term athlete derives), rendered with 
unusual detail here due to the fresh die state.

Euainetos was a later contemporary of Kimon, perhaps starting 
off as his apprentice. Commencing in about 400 BC, his dec- 
adrachm design follows Kimon in basic form but has a highly 
refined serenity that proved more popular in succeeding gen- 
erations than Kimon’s more earthy vision. His Arethusa is more 
divine than human, idealized, and her hair is interwoven with a 
wreath of grain ears symbolizing the agricultural bounty of Sicily. 
Likewise, the horses pulling his chariot seem to levitate above the 
ground line, perhaps preparing to draw the charioteer into the 
heavens themselves. His signature EYAINE appears below the 
bottom dolphin on the reverse.

Hieron II was a military adventurer who fell in with the army of 
Pyrrhus during his great Western expedition of 280 BC. When 
Pyrrhus pulled out of Syracuse in 275 BC, Hieron remained 
behind as commander of the garrison. He cannily married 
Philistis, daughter of a prominent Syracusan noble, and a major 
victory against the Mamertines in 270 BC convinced the grateful 
populace to name him King. He reigned for the next 55 years with 
strength, intelligence and justice. His gold coinage and follows 
Syracusan tradition, with the wreathed head of Persephone 
on this lovely piece recalling the coinage of his predecessor 
Agathocles.

The Gorgons were three sisters whose terrible visages and gaze 
could turn one to stone. The mythology dates back to Minoan 
times, where they seem to have originated as sea deities; about 
700 BC, Hesiod names the three Gorgons as Stheno, Euryale and 
Medusa and says they were the offspring of the sea monsters Keto 
and Phorcys. Of the three, Medusa is shown with writhing snakes 
instead of hair; the other two are often depicted with grotesque 
grins, fang-like boar’s tusks, and protruding tongues. Medusa 
was famously slain by the hero Perseus and her head used as a 
weapon to turn his enemies to stone. Images of Gorgons appear 
frequently in Greek art as talismans of protection, particularly on 
the shields of Greek soldiers and as decorations for the breast- 
plate.

The existence of a city on the Levantine coast called Demetrias 
by the Sea is deduced from a handful of bronze coins and a single 
inscribed lead market weight.

The gold trichryson, a gold piece of about 24mm and 17.8 grams 
(the approximate size and weight of an Attic silver tetradrachm), 
was first introduced by Ptolemy I shortly after he assumed the 
title of Basileus (king) in 305 BC. The weight was equivalent 
to five Ptolemaic silver drachms on the reduced Phoenician 
standard adopted by Ptolemy I (hence the modern term “pen- 
tadrachm” usually applied to this denomination) but under the 
Ptolemaic system the value would have been 12 times as great, or 
60 silver drachms, a huge sum in the ancient world and equivalent 
to perhaps $2,500 in modern U.S. currency. It was the largest 
gold coin the world had yet seen, testament to the vast wealth of 
Egypt. The Alexandria mint employed the best engravers in the 
production of its gold coinage and the quality of portraiture is 
typically outstanding. The production of gold trichrysons contin- 
ued under Ptolemy II Philadelphus, with the added feature of a 
regnal date added between the eagle’s legs. Circa 270 BC it was 
replaced by an even larger gold coin, the mnaieion, worth 100 
silver drachms.

This impressive denomination, today usually called an 
octodrachm, was worth 100 silver drachms, or one mina, a con- 
siderable fortune in ancient times. The Greco-Egyptians called 
the 100-mina piece a mnaieion (min-EYE-on). Calculating its 
buying power in modern terms is difficult, but a rough equiva- 
lent might be around $4,000. These impressive pieces were first 
struck under Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), who built the famous 
Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 
BC he married his sister, the beautiful and ambitious Arsinoe, in 
the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. The sibling marriage 
scandalized Greek society, which gave Arsinoe the nickname 
Philadelphus, or “brother-lover.” Arsinde embraced the term, 
making it part of her royal title. Arsinéde’s regal profile, veiled 
and crowned with a jeweled coronet, graces the obverse of this 
attractive type. The double-cornucopia on the reverse symbolized 
both Egypt’s abundance and the joint rule of Ptolemy and Arsinoe. 
Gold coins bearing Arsinoe’s portrait continued to be struck for 
centuries after her death in 270 or 268 BC.

One of the greatest Macedonian rulers of Egypt, Ptolemy III's 
powerful portrait appears on gold mnaieions struck by his son, 
Ptolemy IV Philopator, who succeeded him in 221 BC. The great 
conqueror appears almost bloated; while likely an accurate por- 
trait, his well-fed appearance is also visual shorthand for Egypt's 
bountiful abundance. Ptolemy III also sports an array of godly 
attributes, including the rayed crown of Helios, the trident of 
Poseidon, and the aegis of Zeus. The reverse depicts a cornuco- 
pia, again symbolizing the plenty of Egypt. 


The grade of Choice AU is, we believe, conservative, as the piece 
displays full Mint State detail and luster.

Cleopatra Selene (Moon), the last ruler of the Ptolemaic dynasty, 
was the daughter of Mark Antony and Cleopatra, born in about 
40 BC; her fraternal twin was named Alexander Helios (Sun). 
After her parents’ deaths in the Civil War (30 BC), Octavian, the 
future Augustus Caesar, brought Cleopatra and her siblings home 
and they were raised by Octavia, his sister. In 26 BC, Augustus 
arranged for Cleopatra to marry Juba II, king of Numidia, and 
provided a rich dowry in return for him making his kingdom a 
province of Rome. Juba and Cleopatra returned to Africa as 
client rulers of an adjacent kingdom, Mauritania, retained its 
nominal independence until the reign of Caligula (AD 37-41). The 
date of Cleopatra’s death is a mystery; she was thought to have 
died in AD 6 as Juba is known to have remarried around this 
time (to Glaphyra, a princess of Cappadocia), but coins bearing 
Cleopatra Selene’s name are known that bear the regnal date 
equivalent to AD 17, indicating she was still alive and queen of 
Mauritania at this time.

The second king of the Sasanian dynasty, Shapur I’s long and 
energetic reign raised Persia to glories it had not known since 
the heyday of the Achaemenid Kingdom eight centuries before. 
After suffering reverses to Rome under Gordian III (AD 238-244), 
Shapur waited until the Romans were preoccupied with internal 
civil wars before launching a devastating attack in AD 253. He 
captured and sacked Antioch, the third greatest city of the Roman 
Empire, forcing the newly installed Emperor Valerian to assem- 
ble a large task force and move east to confront the rampant 
Persians in about AD 257. Shapur withdrew before the advanc- 
ing Romans, drawing them into a perfect trap and capturing 
Valerian and his entourage alive, the greatest feat of arms yet by 
a Sasanian monarch and the worst humiliation ever suffered by a 
Roman emperor. A famous rock-carved relief in Naqsh-e Rustam 
shows Shapur seizing Valerian by the arm while another Roman 
Emperor (Philip) kneels before him in supplication. His military 
exploits enriched the treasury and enabled him to engage in 
stupendous building projects. A devout Zoroastrian, he was nev- 
ertheless tolerant of other faiths and is warmly mentioned as a 
just king in Jewish writings. Like many Sasanian kings, his silver 
coinage is vast while gold is exceptionally rare. This lovely gold 
dinar is one of the finest gold coins of Shapur ever brought to 
market.

A grandson of Shapur I “The Great,” Varahran II (also transliter- 
ated as Varhran, Vahram and Bahram) was one of the most active 
and prolific of the early Sasanian kings. His military activities 
were focused on the kingdom’s eastern frontier, which we expand- 
ed into Afghanistan and Sakistan. This left the Romans a relatively 
free hand in the west; an invasion by Carus (AD 282-283) reached 
the outskirts of Cstesiphon, but the emperor’s mysterious death 
led to a quick withdrawal and the Sasanians suffered no perma- 
nent loss of territory. Varahran was a devout Zoroastrian and 
persecuted the Manichaean sect ruthlessly, along with Christians, 
Jews, Hindus and Gnostics. His later coinage and several famous 
bas reliefs depict Varahran along with his wife and two sons. His 
early coinage in gold, featuring the king himself without relations, 
is exceedingly rare and seldom offered.

An episode in the Illiad recounts that the divine mother of Achilles, 
Thetis, approached Hephaestus asking him to make new armor 
for her son, who was grieving over the death of Patroclus. 
Achilles was without armor because Patroclus had worn it 
leading the Myrmidions against the Trojans, whose leader Hector 
slew Patroclus and took the armor as spoil. Hephaestus, who 
favored the Greek cause, made new armor for Achilles, including 
a helmet, breastplate, and an ornate shield that Homer describes 
in great detail. Thetis and Athena delivered the new gear to 
Achilles, who wore it into combat against Hector, who confronted 
him wearing Achilles’s old armor. As both sets of divine armor 
could not be pierced by mortal weapons, the battle raged for 
some time before, with Athena’s help, Achilles thrust his spear 
through a gap in Hector’s breastplate and slew him. The scene 
shown on the reverse of this unique medallion depicts Hephaestus 
putting the finishing touches on Achilles’s helmet, with Athena 
looking on approvingly.

The personal history of Domitius Domitianus and the circum- 
stances of his attempted usurpation in Egypt remain obscure. All 
that is known for certain is that early in Diocletian’s Tetrarchy, 
Egypt attempted to break away from the Empire, perhaps spurred 
by Roman military setbacks against Persia in AD 296. Historical 
records name the leader of the revolt as a certain Aurelius 
Achilleus, but it is uncertain whether this rebel is one in the 
same as Domitianus, or a supporter of his, or perhaps even a 
general who instigated the revolt and selected Domitianus as a 
figurehead ruler. In addition to billon folles on the regular impe- 
rial denominational system, Domitianus also struck coins on the 
old Egyptian standard, such as this exceptional tetradrachm, all 
of them dated “Year Two,” suggesting the revolt lasted longer 
than a year. In any case, Diocletian undertook to crush the rebel- 
lion in mid-AD 297 and stormed Alexandria after a bitter siege. 
Diocletian’s rage at the city was such that one chronicler claims 
he vowed to slaughter the inhabitants until blood reached his 
horse’s knees. Fortunately, Diocletian’s horse stumbled early in 
the pogrom, sparing thousands of lives. The fates of Domitianus 
and his alter-ego or backer Achilleus are unknown, but no doubt 
unpleasant.

The traditional identification of the Gallic warrior depicted on 
the obverse of this issue as Vercingetorix, leader of the great 
Gallic rebellion against Caesar in 55-54 BC, is sometimes chal- 
lenged as unprovable and unlikely. However, there is ample 
precedent for Romans placing portraits and images of defeated 
enemy rulers on their coinage (most prominently Philip V and 
Perseus of Macedon), and there is no reason to rule out such an 
attribution. The head is quite distinctive in its features, showing a 
rather haggard and emaciated warrior with his hair in wild disar- 
ray, perhaps reflecting the appearance of a man held captive by 
Caesar for four long years since the surrender of Vercingetorix at 
Alesia in 52 BC. Ultimately, it would be another two years before 
he was finally paraded through the streets of Rome in chains 
in Caesar’s great triumph of 46 BC, after which he was ritually 
strangled.

Despite being perhaps the worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula’s 
coinage is interesting and attractive. As he had few, if any, real 
accomplishments to tout, his reverse types place great stress on 
his blue-blooded lineage. His detailed portrait on this well-struck 
and attractively toned denarius seems to hint at his cruel, capri- 
cious nature, while the reverse depicts his great-grandfather, 
Augustus. This variety is much scarcer than the corresponding 
denarius dated to Caligula’s first tribunician year (AD 37-8).

Nero Claudius Drusus was the second son of Livia by her first 
husband, Tiberius Claudius Nero. He was brought up in the 
household of Augustus, who took note of his abilities and fast- 
tracked his advancement in military and civil affairs. In 16 BC he 
was married to Antonia, daughter of Mark Antony and Octavia, 
and the happy union produced two sons, Germanicus and the 
future emperor Claudius. In 12 BC, Augustus gave him command 
of the planned conquest of Germany, which he seemed to have 
achieved in four skilfully waged campaigns over the next three 
years. His letters written during this time (later excerpted by 
Suetonius) indicated he hoped for a restoration of the Republic, 
an attitude which might have strained relations with Augustus. 
But Drusus never returned to Rome, for a serious equestrian 
accident led to an infection which claimed his life in the summer 
of 9 BC. Despite his republican leanings, his brother Tiberius 
and son Claudius both became Roman emperors, the latter of 
whom struck this coin honoring his illustrious father.

Nero’s name has become synonymous with decadent, depraved 
tyranny. It is surprising, then, that the first five years of his reign 
were looked upon as a golden age of wise, moderate government. 
Nero began life in AD 37 as the doted-upon son of Agrippina 
Junior, sister of the emperor Caligula, by her first husband, Cn. 
Domitius Ahenobarbus. In AD 49, Agrippina married her uncle, 
the emperor Claudius, and she immediately began pushing Nero 
to the fore in the succession. Having made the necessary arrange- 
ments, Agippina poisoned Claudius and Nero duly became 
emperor at the tender age of 17. Within a few months Nero’s 
able advisors, the philosopher Seneca and the praetorian prefect 
Burrus, had pushed Agrippina aside and seized the reigns of 
government. They proved excellent rulers, allowing the Senate 
a large consulting role, keeping finances in check and managing 
provincial affairs with restraint. The regime’s scrupulous atten- 
tion to republican precedent during this era is reflected in the 
legend EX S C (Senatus Consulto, or “by decree of the Senate”) 
on the reverse of this aureus, a formula rarely seen on gold coins.

This rare aureus was struck between the death of Hadrian (July 
10, AD 138) and Antoninus’s assumption of the titles Augustus 
and Pius, and the beginning of his second consulship on January 
I, AD 139. It is commonly asserted, based on the biography of 
Antoninus in the Historia Augusta, that Antoninus engaged in 
a lengthy negotiation over the deification of his predecessor 
Hadrian with a recalcitrant Senate, which was upset by Hadrian’s 
executions toward the end of Hadrian’s reign and more inclined 
to issue a Damnatio against his name. Antoninus is said to have 
refused the title of Augustus and threatened to abdicate his posi- 
tion as Caesar unless the deification was carried out; the Senate, 
concerned over a possible civil war, finally relented. Mindful of 
Antoninus’s efforts on behalf of his adoptive father, the Senate 
granted him the honorific Pius (“dutiful”). This aureus, which 
immediately followed coins struck by Antoninus as Caesar lacking 
the title Augustus, seems to confirm that he accepted the titles 
Augustus and Pius simultaneously, as they are both noted in the 
reverse legend. However, he is still listed as COS DES IT (“des- 
ignated Consul for the second time”): Although now emperor, he 
refused to “jump the gun” by assuming the consulship before 
January I of the new year, pointing to his punctiliousness in 
observing the Republican traditions.

Despite his peaceful nature and stoic principals, Marcus Aurelius 
spent 17 out of 19 years of his reign in warfare against the Roman 
Empire's enemies, principally Germanic tribes that began attack- 
ing the frontiers in AD 166. The invasions placed huge strains on 
the Roman state and were defeated only with the greatest diffi- 
culty, a precursor of the nearly continuous and devastating wars 
of the following century. Marcus decided the only long term solu- 
tion was the complete subjugation of the major German tribes 
and the creation of two new Roman provinces beyond the Rhine 
and Danube frontiers, a process he pursued for nearly a decade. 
This sestertius was issued in AD 177, at a point when the German 
Marcomanni had been defeated in several battles and had been 
forced into seeming submission (the legend DE GERMANIS 
can be translated as “the Germans Defeated”). Marcus and 
his son Commodus celebrated a joint triumph for the victory in 
December of AD 176; however, soon afterward the war flared 
anew and Marcus was forced to return to his frontier armies, 
where he died of illness and exhaustion on March 17, AD 180. His 
son Commodus “declared victory and returned home,” leaving 
the Germans unconquered and restive.

This extremely rare solidus naming as rulers Zeno and a certain 
“Leo New Caesar” has puzzled historians and numismatists 
for centuries. Leo II, grandson of Leo I the Great, was named 
Augustus in infancy and was actually senior ruler during his 
brief co-emperorship with Zeno, from February AD 474 until 
his death from illness in November of the same year. This would 
preclude him from being the Leo mentioned in this obverse legend 
as NOV(ae) CAES(ar). Furthermore, die linkage evidence con- 
firms that the issue actually belongs to the period during or after 
the 19-month usurpation of Basiliscus, from January AD 475 to 
August AD 476. J.P.C. Kent originally proposed in a 1959 article 
that the coin belongs to the reign of Basiliscus, and that Zeno and 
Leo were the two younger sons of Basiliscus, supposedly made 
Caesars after their brother Marcus was elevated to co-Augustus 
toward the end of the reign. However, Kent later abandoned 
this theory and suggested a more satisfactory solution to this 
numismatic mystery in RIC Vol. X (1994): In a somewhat garbled 
account, one chronicler of the period, Evagrius Scholasticus, 
relates that a turncoat general of Basiliscus, Armatus, helped to 
restore Zeno to the throne in August of AD 476. As the price for 
switching sides, Armatus extracted a promise from Zeno to name 
his son as Caesar. Evagrius records the lad’s name as Basiliscus, 
but Kent posits that, in light of his namesake's usurpation, Zeno 
or his father changed it to Leo before his acclamation as Caesar, 
likely in September. The arrangement proved fleeting: Once 
firmly installed back in power, Zeno reneged on the deal and had 
Armatus executed, probably early in AD 477. The newly minted 
“Leo Caesar” was deposed and forcibly ordained as bishop of 
Cyzicus. Although the youth’s name change is not mentioned by 
Evagrius, this interpretation best suits the available evidence.

There has been much scholarly debate as to the location of the 
mint for these peculiar solidi of Heraclius. Bellinger and Grierson 
in DOC placed them in Alexandria, although tentatively, while 
Hahn opted for a mint in Cyprus.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus, and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian II was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of 
this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was 
likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by 
Hellenistic depictions of Zeus.

Admiral of a Byzantine fleet sent to relieve Carthage, Apsimar 
turned back after the Arabs sized the city and undertook to over- 
throw the feeble Emperor Leontius. He succeeded to the throne as 
Tiberius III and set about trying to recover the initiative against 
the advancing Arabs. He scored some minor successes against 
them in Asia Minor, but Carthage was lost forever, a terrific blow 
that undermined his claim to military prowess. Rightfully suspi- 
cious of the deposed Justinian II, who had taken refuge with the 
Khazars, he tried to have his rival extradited and executed. But 
Justinian eluded capture and returned to Constantinople at the 
head of a polyglot army in AD 705. Caught unprepared, Tiberius 
tried to flee, but was captured and executed. The scarce coinage 
of Tiberius shows him as a military man, armed with spear and 
Shield, a motif that had not been seen in decades.

Upon his return to power, Justinian II immediately resumed 
his innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. 
The new sacred image, however, was distinctly different from 
the “classic” Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly 
hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and 
medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories 
have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, 
but it remains mysterious. At any rate young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of 
the iconoclastic era in the late 9th century AD that Christ would 
again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert 
to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian II's first 
reign.

Its British origin is proved by the common punches shared with 
an undated medal (Vives-198 in Vives’ 1916 “Las Medallas de 
la Casa de Borbon” - similar to VDQ-14171). In particular, the 
obverse of the two pieces is almost identical albeit with minute 
differences in the die arrangement. That undated piece is also 
larger in diameter with an outside circular legend VIDA LARGO 
TIEMPO LA RAZA DE LOS BORBONES. Although Cunietti 
assigns the latter piece to 1794 following Delgado, Vives’ attri- 
bution to 1808 appears much more logical since a Ferdinand 
VII medal with the same obverse motto is also known (see for 
example Aureo 3/1998, lot 1681) — this Ferdinand VII medal 
clearly struck in Britain after Napoleon’s invasion of Spain 
ca.1808. Thus, the cataloger concludes that the present 1806 
medal predates the undated Vives-198/VDQ-14171 piece. It was 
commissioned in London upon receiving the news of the success- 
ful taking of Buenos Aires obviously intending to distribute it to 
that city’s habitants. Naturally, since the Spanish retook the city 
shortly after on August 14, its purported use was no longer viable, 
resulting in either few pieces struck and/or the melting of most — 
particularly the silver pieces such as the present one resulting in 
its extreme current rarity. The punches for its obverse die were 
later used to strike the aforementioned undated medal (VDQ- 
14171) now properly reassigned to 1808.

The Minas Gerais (literally “General Mines’’) gold rush at the turn of 
the nineteenth century is the first such notable movement of population. 
The first recorded discovery of payable gold was made in 1693 by a 
bandeirante (literally “followers of the banner’, Portuguese settlers and 
fortune seekers at the time) exploring the area surrounding the present 
town of Ouro Preto (“Black gold”, an allusion to the dark color of the 
alluvial soils from which the gold was extracted). The discovery caused 
such a stir that by 1697, a significant portion of the Rio de Janeiro, Sao 
Paulo and Bahia population had rushed to the site of the discovery while 
the government in Lisbon had to implement legislation to prevent an en 
masse emigration to Brazil. The gold production in Brazil in the 18th 
century was such that it rivalled the entire Spanish Colonial one. By 
1725, half of the population in Brazil resided in Minas Gerais. 


Initially, the Portuguese central government allowed the mining opera- 
tions provided the quinto (20% tax) was duly paid and this legislation 
was effective between 1700-1713 but, understandably, not popular. The 
law of February 11, 1719 authorized the much needed creation of new 
casas de fundacao (foundries) in the New State and restablished the 
quinto for dust gold while forbidding the circulation of gold that was not 
melted and processed in the casa de fundacao. These measures aiming 
to tighten the control of the crown over the exploration resulted in the 
1720 uprising in Vila Rica. Among the casa de fundicao, that of Sabara 
(the actual name was Casa de Intendéncia e Fundicao do Ouro da Vila 
Real de Nossa Senhora da Concei¢ao do Sabara) stands out based on its 
continuous operations since its early establishment (a letter of February 
1731 testifies it was active then). The operation of gold melting and cre- 
ation of the ingots was crafty and careful, each ingot accompanied by a 
detailed certificate or Guia, while the ingot itself also provided all rel- 
evant information: thus the present piece from Sabara (the bifacial punch 
to the left of the obverse) - identified by its year 1814 and its individual 
number N(umero) 1609 - was the 1609th bar produced in 1814 at that 
foundry. The indicated fineness is of 22 carats and 2 grains (Toque 22 
**) and the theoretical weight is of 1 ounce, 2 eights and 6 grains (indi- 
cated as 1 “ 2 “ 06) or 36.1548¢ (actual weight is 36.30 grams, within 
the tolerance). All of this is certified by assayer Jose Pinto Pereira (his 
monogram JPP is found at the top right on the obverse). One can hardly 
imagine a more romantic item from this era, since the story told by this 
ingot is remarkably clear and vibrant. 


Few of these iconic ingots survive, especially considering the afore- 
mentioned mind-boggling gold production of Colonial Brazil: the 
description of the specimen in our 2013 Long Beach Signature Sale 
(Heritage Auctions 9/2013, lot 23798) included the detailed census of all 
currently known specimens, namely 219 pieces. Undoubtedly among the 
most desirable items in all the Brazilian series, any of those 219 surviv- 
ing gold ingots will invariably — and rightfully — take center stage in the 
cabinet that is fortunate enough to house them. The present one shall be 
no exception, and the next owner will be delighted when looking at its 
legendary — and royal — pedigree.

H. Pires Marinho (1854) - indicate that 
Simao distinguished himself during the wreck by saving thir- 
teen passengers, swimming back and forth between shore and 
sinking ship. Rescued passengers included a woman of means 
named Camila Veira da Costa and her children and a war veteran. 
Heralded as “the valiant mariner”, Simao was granted an audi- 
ence with Pedro II on November 7th, who granted him a purse 
of 400,000 Reis and an award medal. Said medal - authorized 
by decree of December 9, 1853 - had an identical design to the 
present piece and would be worn with a “fire-colored” ribbon (cor 
de fogo). A portrait of Simao by Jose Correia da Lima is currently 
housed in the Museu Nacional de Belas Artes in Rio de Janeiro. 


The present award was rescinded by decree of December 14, 1889 
and thus the very few observed examples span a large period:

Isabel had started collecting orchids around 1868 and took the organization of the 
event quite seriously; in a personal letter dated March 27, 1886 to Antonio Martins Pinheiro 
Filho, the Count of Eu commented that his wife was “personally supervising along with her 
friends the individual order of the flowers and other objects that are being presented in the 
Horticultural Exposition of Petropolis” (at the time, the 6th Exposition, see the last item in 
this group).The copper pieces very scarce, the silver one very rare and unlisted in the recent 
work of Claudio Amato “Livro das Medalhas do Brasil“, the 1886-dated piece particularly 
pleasant.

Due to the sustained rejection 
of cob coins by the public — most of which were of low quality, the Government gave 
instructions for the countermarking of acceptable-quality ones to legalize them. Two 
main circular dies were prepared for the operation, both sized 11mm thus the size of a 
72 Escudo coin: they bear the usual Ceiba Tree design with the value “1. R.” or “2. R.” 
flanking it and the circular legend “HABILITADA EN COSTA RICA JB (for assayer 
Juan Barth)”. The “1. R.” dies were used to countermark the 1 and 4 Reales cobs, while 
the “2. R.” dies were used on the 2 and 8 Reales cobs. The other side of the counter- 
mark was applied using the obverse (dated) die of the CAR 1/2 Escudo. In addition, an 
additional smaller stamp with the value of “4” or “8” was applied on the coins of 4 and 
8 Reales respectively. Most of the known counterstamp dies on cob coins bear the date 
1846 with a few ones showing the 1848 and 1849 dates (note we are referring to the date 
on the 2 Escudo obverse die used for the countermark). This indicates that the bulk of 
the countermark operation on cobs was made in late 1846 — early 1847 with compara- 
tively few coins thus stamped in 1848 and 1849. This is logical since the aforementioned 
decree of October 15, 1846 also indicated that the circulation of non-countermarked cob 
coins would be prohibited after November Ist of that year thus prompting the owners 
of said coins to present them for legalization. A little known edict of January 29, 1847 
widened the scope of the countermarking operation, instructing to perform it on any 
coin of acceptable fineness and weight that were unknown to the public and thus also 
rejected. Since the cob coins were already being regulated (by the same countermarking 
operation) and the Spanish Colonial ones were universally known and readily accepted 
without any need to be countermarked, the coins targeted by the aforementioned 1847 
edict were circular milled foreign coins that were uncommon at the time in Costa Rica. 
As a consequence of the Gresham Law, most of these targeted coins were also probably 
of lower intrinsic value compared to the milled Spanish Colonial issue (which was ca. 
078 ASW for a typical Charles IIII or Ferdinand VII 8 Reales). This assumption is con- 
firmed by the few known round coins with the bifacial countermark: specimens noted 
by the author include French Decimal 5 Francs (ca. 0.72 ASW, one such specimen — the 
ex-Gibbs coin — listed in Gurdian), US half dollars (of full weight/fineness but little 
known at the time in Costa Rica- the SCWC plates examples dated 1809, 1837 and 1846 
and the J. J. Ford collection included a specimen dated 1838), a Guatemala 1808 proc- 
lamation medal (the SCWC plate coin, again clearly an oddity in Costa Rica ca. 1847), 
and Bolivian debased 4 Soles, such as the present piece (ASW of only 0.579 for two of 
these coins). Unsurprisingly, all of these round countermarked issues are very rare since 
they were scarce to begin with (thus little known or unfamiliar to the public): in par- 
ticular the cataloguer has only noted 5 known examples of the Bolivian 4 Soles with the 
countermark (including the present piece and the ex-Gibbs specimen — Hans Schulman 
3/1966, lot 539). A comment on the dates of the countermarks on these circular coins 1s 
due: all known specimens have countermarks dated either 1848 or 1849, which is also 
logical since the authorization edict was published on January 1847, as noted previ- 
ously. Thus the SCWC assigned date of 1846 to these issues — in particular to the three 
plated US 50 Cents - is mistaken. The countermarking operation must have been halted 
before July 18, 1849 since a decree issued on that date forbade altogether the circulation 
of cob coins, a fact in accordance with the known dates of the countermarks.

The hubs, puncheons and 
related equipment were received in April 1909 in Mexico and 
minting operations started in January 1910, only for the Peso 
denomination (per noted author A. Pradeau, the 50 Centavos 
coins were not struck due to undisclosed reasons). Apparently, 
despite clearly representing an artistic triumph, Pillet’s master 
dies were essentially a technical failure since defects on the coins 
were evident from the start of regular minting. It was thus deemed 
necessary to imrpove the working dies and this operation was 
eventually commissioned to US Mint’s Chief Engraver Charles 
Barber (an engraver of arguably less artistic skill than Pillet) after 
a fall out between Pillet and the Mexican Government emissary. 


Allan Schein’s recent work on this topic points out that the cancel- 
lation of the 50 Centavos denomination (the dies of which were 
of higher relief) was probably linked to the failure of St Gaudens’ 
high relief design for the gold $20.00 coin at the time. This argu- 
ment seems rather logical particularly when considering that the 
engraver that reworked on the Saint Gaudens dies in order to 
make them suitable was none other than Barber himself. This 
failure to strike regular issue coins of 50 Centavos was neverthe- 
less clearly a gain for the numismatic community since the 50 
Centavos patterns are the only extant rendition of that denomina- 
tion and thus highly important. The fortunate next owner of this 
rare little jewel will likely agree!

It further follows then, that the 1823—-which asserts the 
smallest mintage of just 479 pieces—is the scarcest date in an 
altogether difficult series to acquire, making this a truly wonder- 
ful opportunity for Russian and Polish enthusiasts alike. 


Notable for his many titles, Alexander was first and foremost 
Emperor of Russia (1801-1825), but also the first Russian Grand

Having ruled Russia during the famed Napoleonic 
Wars, he was often in a position to side with or against Napoleon 
during several campaigns.

The Kingdom of Qataban arose in southern Arabia in the sixth 
century BC as a vassal state of Saba (Biblical Sheba). By the 
mid-300s BC, Qataban had become independent and was striking 
its own coinage, largely modeled on the popular Athenian “owl” 
tetradrachms and drachms. The weight standard of @ 16.3 grams 
was somewhat lighter than the Attic standard and appears to be 
related to the Philistian standard used in Judaea. These imitiative 
“owl” coins were previously attributed as Sabaean, but the new 
classification put forth by Oliver Hoover in “Handbook of Coins 
of the Southern Levant” (HGC 10) should be considered current 
according to the latest research.

The latter 
was the prize offered by Henri Deutsch de la Meurthe to the first 
machine that would complete the round trip between the Aero- 
Club de France in Saint Cloud to the Eiffel tower and back in less 
than 30 minutes. The prize amounted to 100,000 francs, a hefty 
sum in the period. Santos Dumont’s achievement is frequently 
considered the first successful flying trip and was all the more 
astonishing since he built the airship Santos-Dumont 6 himself.
